Campanini was born in Parnti, I t­ 
aly, Sept. I. 1860. 
He made his d e ­ 
but as conductor at the age of tw e n ­ 
ty. 
For the last tw enty years he 
had been one of the most prominent 
figures In the musical world and was 
the recipient of honors front Europe 
and So. American governments.
